There is very little truth in the 
assertion that suicide must be the 
result of disease of the brain. 
T h e 


late Dr. G ray, the eminent special­ 
ist on diseases of the brain (in fact, 


the highest and best authority this 
country ever produced), said in one 


of his lectures that in the majority 


of cases of suicides there could be 
found not the slightest trace of dis­ 
ease ot the brain. 
N ow that ought 


to be sufficient of itself to overthrow 
the insanity theory.
